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AM convinced from the various hiſtory of the Antient World, 
and my obſervations on the Modern, that there has been a ſimi- 
litude of manners in all people, though of different countries 


and religions. Vice and Virtue hath been much the ſame in all 


nations ; and the play-things of youth, and the trifles and toys of age. 
The fame ideas ſtrike children of the moſt remote ſhores, where 
no intercourſe could be to make them imitate each other. The 
infants of Indoſtan play with taws and hoops, as well as thoſe of 
England and Siberia. In the ſame manner have luxuries and modes 

appeared in different climes, at different periods. In the days of 
Juvenal the Ladies of Rome dreſſed their heads as bigh. as the La- 


dies of London : :

The words of Solomon are literally juſt :—*# There is no- 
thing new under the ſun,” The very crimes which Juvenal laſhes | 
at his time of life, come heme tothe pen of the Poet now, and. 
the manners of the Preſent Times. Nature ſeems to me one grand 
reflecting mirrour, wherein we all diſcern our virtuous and our vi- 
cious figures at times : we turn up with the grand wheel of Fortune 
blanks. and prizes, and appear to be as much the creatures of 
Chance as any thing elſe; for the few good prizes amongſt us are 
fo rare, that a VIRGIL or a SHAKSPEARE- are the capital tickets 
of the whole Creation's Lottery ſince the landing 'of Captain 
Noan from his floating menagerie, who I believe got the 
credit of re-ſtocking the world with animals, from a provident 
turn of laying-in a good live-ſtock for a long cruiſe.—So ſimilar 
are the days of Ro and Juvenar to thoſe: of Lonpon and 
WiLKkEs, that when I reſolved to attack the crimes-of the Times, 
I found the canvas ready ſtretched, the frame ſtanding. by gilded, 

the pallet prepared, and every thing compleat to begin-the picture, 
in the Sixth Satire of the Roman Poet; and my own figures' were 
all ready to copy from the life. In this manner have I taken up 
the Roman Satiriſt, without cloſely purſuing his plan or ſentiment. 
Wherever I found a feature fit to embelliſh. my own picture, 1 
added it; and wherever I diſliked a deformity (if Juvenal made- 
any), IJ left it, In ſhort, I have not been even Juſt. and cloſe 
enough to call it an Imitation; though I have e ever Fu 5 
of this ſtrong natural Painter. |

ARCHIMEDES in a Newton, a JUVENAL in a Churchill, a Roscivs 
in a Garrick, a TERENCE in a Colman, an Ovid in a Racheſter, a 
SAPPHO in a Dacier, a Tnrais in a Kitty Fiſber, the oratorial 
particles of CictRo only in a Ghatham, a CLEOPATRA i in a ***. 


By this tranſmutation of the ætherial ſoul from body to body, 
we diſcover a ſimilitude of manners, virtues, and vices, through the 


human ſpecies, which, by a progreſſive, alternate change, dege- 
nerate from their original vigour and ſpirit. For as the body, in fact, 

is no more than a cruſt, or caſe over the foul, we may conclude, that 
the more the body is debilitated and weakened, the more the mind 
or ſoul is leſſened and diſſolved ; and excepting an individual or 
two, ſuch as aSHAKESPEARE ora VOLTAIRE, the human ſoul, or the 
vigour of the human mind, has gradually diminiſhed, from the noble 
HomER to the ignoble Kenrick. Exerciſe and Sobriety invigorate 
the mind and body. When CincinnaTvs drove the plough and dic- 
tated the law of Rome, the Romans were a different race to thoſe 
under Nero and DoMI TIA. When Conqueſt had brought in the 
ſaite of her triumphant entries the effeminate luxuries of more 


debauched countries, Rome ſunk under the caſtration of virility ; ; 


and the very glorious ſeed of thoſe old Romans which had paſſed 
from body to body, became weak and poor, till Rome held up to 
the eye of the World only the names of thoſe Heroes, Orators, and 
Poets, who had ſo gloriouſly nne her fame and honour, .

rior part. I am no Mahometan; but I do not diſlike their pro- 
miſe and picture of a Paradiſe, which, like all other deſcriptions of 
a future ſtate, is ideal and Elyſian; is voluptuous and charming; 3 
and is equal to the moſt pleaſing ideas, and extent of human 
thought. In thet unknown country from whence no traveller re- 
turned, every man makes his own Paradiſe; the delights are form- 
ed according to his ſenſual fancies. A great and wiſe Turk once 
informed me, That the height of his joy in eternity would be, to 
ſmoak a pipe with MAHOMET.—I replied, A Dutchman, would be 
glad to make. one, if the Prophet would give gin to his tobacco. But 
the moſt luxurious idea and promiſe given to the Muſſulman, at 
the expence of the Ladies felicities, is, that the men ſhall have 
a new ſett of ſweet women created on purpoſe for their paſtime: 
And therefore, to gratify the expecting appetites of the men, the 
Ladies who have been ſo kind and delighting to them in this 
world, are to be thrown aſide, without the n of eternal : 
| love on beds of Roſes.

It is te- 
dious to recapitulate theſe likeneſſes: I ſhall therefore only obſerve, 
That there are as many different degrees of ſouls as bodies; and 

the more refined and elevated the ſoul, the more ben excel- 
lent the man. 


The wonderful Creator of this Univerſe made a certain propor- 


tion of living, floating matter, to which he gave progreſſive life 
and motion. This matter has invariably ſpread through the crea- 
tures human and animal, and will continue its circulation ad infini- 
tum.
